Early this year, an 

R.C.C. &culty member 

stood in the fixjnt of a 

classroom, and told a 

numba- of students ". . 

■ she didn't earn that 

scholarship ... the President gave it to her to buy 

her off" As if the fact that a professor at the 

college I attend would act in this petty, 

unprofessional manner were not enough, this 

particular man had the gaU to cast aspersion on 

my character, by insinuating that my support of 

the President (and thereby the college) was less 

than genuine. 

The above scenario is symbolic of an 
issue that has existed for some time here at 
R.C.C. . namely, the faculty's apparent lack of 
regard forthc very students they are employed to 
serve. There have been other incidents recently 
that make this issue a pressing one. A professor 
was heard to say to a class having difficulty with 
a math problem, "Oh, come on - monkeys could 
do this." Last year's trip to Cuba, ostensibly to 
ejqjose the class to the political climate in Cuba, 
inchided only two students, although there were 
more than ten persons travelhng that day. These 
are often the same faculty membere who will 
turn and ask for your support when they are 
"under the gun." Whenever a professor can 
encourage his students to "sue the Boston Public 
School system" as opposed to doing their jobs - 
educating us in the fields of their expertise - then 
there is something drastically wrong. 

Innrycapacity as Student Trustee, it has 
been my experience that most students feel as 
though the fecuhy member is "untouchable", i.e., 
that what the professor gives is what the student 
takes. This is not the foundation upon which a 
proper education is built A professor should be 






responsive to his/her 
students, in order to ensure 
that the student actually 
learns vibat is being taught. 
Many students have come 
to me to discuss issues 
regarding various faculty members, and a large 
proportion of these issues seem to be centered 
around the fact that faculty members, in many 
cases, regard the general student population as 
unprepared for college-level academics, and 
therefore "untcacfaable." While some members 
of the student population may well need some 
foma of remedial assistance, it remains the job of 
the professor to do his/her best to fulfill the 
mission of the school - to take students who may 
not have had the opportunity to attend a four- 
year institution and prepare them to compete 
with tiie graduates of these institutions. What is 
actually being aoconqjlished, however, is that 
some of the students who were turned out of high 
school unprepared are being ahutUed through 
R.C.C. (if they dont drop the classes) by 
profiaBore who have little hope, and expend little 
eflFortin, teaching them anything. 

If professors are not up to the challenge 
of prqjaring these students for their futures, then 
they are in the wrong school. Students need to 
understand that 1) they are not powerless; and 2) 
thatthe faculty is not omnipotent If your needs 
are not being met by your professor, get in touch 
with Student Govenmient, who will help you to 
contact the head of the department in written 
form and air your grievance. It is critical to the 
continued fiilfilhnent of the school's mission that 
students get out of the "plantation" mentaUty, 
and realize that they have a right to a propel 
educaUon at R.C.C., just as the School has an 
obUgation to provide it As much as some 
ficuhy would like you to believe otherwise, you 
are not worthless, and you are not without 
recourse.
